NEW CHURCH OF GOD BOYS HOME 


Many of our people from all over the 
United States and foreign countries have 
looked forward to the completion of the 
new Church of God Boys’ Home which 
has now become a reality, and the con- 
tractor, superintendent and other help- 
ers are busy in giving the final finishing 
touches. The Bishops’ Council, which con- 
venes in Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 28- 
Sept. 2, will close at noon Sept. 2. At 
1:00 p. m. the bishops who have been in 
session, together with all the delegates 
who have gathered in to the 36th An- 
nual Assembly, will form a motorcade, 
led by an escort from the Tennessee State 
Highway Patrol, and proceed up the Lee 
Highway to this beautiful Boys’ Home 
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located just five miles out from Cleve- 
land. Business men from the city of 
Cleveland will form a motorcade in 
Cleveland and proceed to the Boys’ Home 
where they will meet for the grand open- 
ing and dedication, the exercises of which 
will begin promptly at 2:00 p. m. 
Immediately after the ceremonies, the 
public will be allowed to go through the 
buildings in groups, escorted by the or- 
phanage boys, who will give them oppor- 
tunity to view the various departments 
of the Home, after which they will be 
taken to the large feed barn and the 
dairy, and given a view of the beautiful 
herd of Jersey cattle which have been 
culled and accumulated through the past 


years. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Commerce, 
Rotary Club, Kiwanis Club, and Lions’ 
Club are cooperating to make this a great 
occasion, and also are sponsoring a finan- 
cial campaign to help liquidate the in- 
debtedness against the new Boys’ Home. 
The moral backing and response from 
these city clubs has already proved to be 
that of great interest and the city of 
Cleveland assures us that they are one 
hundred per cent with us in the wonder- 
ful work that the Church of God is doing 
for these unfortunate motherless and fa- 
therless children, who, without our help, 
would grow up into a life of illiteracy

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THE progress in the Church of God the last 
few years has been astounding. The ever-in- 
creasing zeal and spiritual fervor over the 
work of missions has been such that it has caused various min- 
isters and officials of the Church of God to discuss limitations. 
“We cannot go on doubling forever,” someone said, and, of 
course, that is true, but “we must continue to increase” has 
been the thought and spirit of 
all. Then if this is true, then why 
discuss limitations? 

In a recent discourse by Rev. 
F. R. Harrawood, at the Tennes- 
see state convention, the state- 
ment was made, “Our program 
has been heavy but it will be 
heavier next year than this year; 
that is, if the Church of God stays 
spiritually healthy and continues 
to make progress; otherwise it 
will become a dead church.” 

The opportunities for the Church of God are as limitless as 
the space above us. At one time it was thought that it was im- 
possible for men to live above the lower strata of atmosphere 
but in later years men have ascended into the upper strata 
known as the stratosphere and it is now discovered that in this 
strata there is much less resistance for the great speed by. plane 
which can move with almost lightning speed heretofore un- 
paralleled.

Everything must have food. The great body that we repre- 
sent must have spiritual food or else spiritual chaos will be 
the ultimate result. It was Jesus who said, “Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” And again Jesus referred to Himself as the 
bread of life. Since Jesus is the Word and the Word is the 
bread of life, it remains that that body which is known as the 
Church of God must have the Word of God as its spiritual 
food. 

Various anesthetics may produce temporary results and bring 
the patient into a fevered frenzy of energy, but anesthetics are 
not food. They are narcotics and the results for good are only 
temporary. They do not produce life but rather a deadening 
stupor follows their use. It is food, food that has the proper 
calories and vitamins, that gives life and strength to the in- 
dividual. And so it is that the body of Christ must have that 
well-balanced diet which is found only in God’s Word, if it 
retains and acquires spiritual strength. The ministers of Christ 
are spiritual dietitians and it was again Jesus who said to Peter, 
in John 21:16, “Feed my sheep.” This responsibility was also 
laid upon the elders of Ephesus by the Apostle Paul in Acts 20: 
28 when he said, ““Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to 
all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the Church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood.” The God-called, God-sent pastor is a 
shepherd and must carry with him a well-balanced bread bas- 
ket in order to feed the sheep.

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An Excellent Ministry

“But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also he is 
the mediator of a better covenant, which 
was established upon better promises.” 
Heb. 8:6. 

The term “excellent” means that of 
great value, merit, or virtue; highly use- 
ful or desirable; eminently distinguished 
for goodness or ability. 

The apostle, in this eighth chapter of 
Hebrews, is showing the vast difference 
between the two covenants, of law and 
grace; how that the new covenant super- 
sedes that of the old. The text said He 
(Jesus) obtained a more excellent min- 
istry. Yes! He obtained this new and 
living way, and this excellent ministry, 
and brought it right down from heaven 
to His creatures on earth. 

When Jesus came He introduced this 
new and living way, this great salvation, 
and the excellent and powerful ministry. 
He went about doing good, healing those 
that were oppressed of the devil, casting 
out evil spirits, cleansing the lepers, rais- 
ing the dead, and otherwise proving that 
His ministry is an excellent, powerful, 
and miraculous ministry. 

So when Jesus came with this great 
salvation, and this excellent ministry, 
seeng that the fields were already white 
to harvest, He at once began to call help- 
ers, giving them also power to do the 
works that He Himself was doing. Why 
give them the same power? Because they 
are obtaining a part of the same work. 
He said, “And as ye go, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, 
cast out devils: freely ye have received, 
freely give.” Matt. 10:7, 8. 

It is therefore evident that these min- 
isterial evidences, and works of divine 
power, were manifest in the ministers 
and saints of the new covenant of grace. 
Why? Because they believed on and in 
Jesus. 

They heard Him say, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do shall he do also, and 
greater works than these shall he do; 
because I go unto my Father.” Again he 
said, “These signs shall follow them that 
believe.” John 14:12; Mark 16:17. 

We may try to dodge the issue of this 
great and excellent ministry. We may try 
to apply the miraculous and powerful 
ministry to another time and another 
people. But Christ’s ministry is the same 
throughout this entire Church age, 
throughout this Holy Ghost dispensation, 
throughout the entire age of this NEW 
covenant. In the same book from which 
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we get our text, Ch. 13:8, we get these 
words, “‘Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and today, and for ever.” The workings, 
characteristics, and fruits of his ministry 
are the same. 

When He came, He declared Himself 
to be the light of the world. After He 
called His disciples to follow Him, He 
said, “Ye are the light of the world; a 
city that is set on a hill cannot be hid.” 

Before He left this world, He put this 
ministry, yes, this excellent ministry, in- 
to the hands of those whom He had 
called to the ministry, and said, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
Teaching them to observe all things

whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen.” And St. Mark 
said, ch. 16:20, “And they went forth, 
and preached every where (in the then 
well-known land), the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word 
with signs following. Amen.” 

Someone might say that the Lord 
worked with the early Church with 
mighty signs and wonders, but since the 
apostles are all gone, the days of miracles 
and signs, and the workings of the Holy 
Ghost, are past. But our God is almighty, 
a miraculous God, and must be glorified 
in us, and through us, by this powerful 
and excellent ministry. 

Are we wholly consecrated to God for 
His service? Do we walk in, and work in 
the Spirit of God? It is said that the steps 
of a good man are ordered by the Lord, 


and the words of a good man also are 
ordered by the Lord. 

We have a great amount of preaching, 
plenty of noise and machinery running, 
but are we turning out the proper 
amount of wheat? 

It is said in Matt. 8:16, “He cast out 
the spirits with his word.” If it is pos- 
sible to walk in the Spirit, it is also pos- 
sible to talk in the Spirit. If we should 
be led by the Holy Ghost in every thing 
that we say, we might not be so noisy 
but our ministry would have more weight 
and influence. Jesus said, “If ye abide 
in me, and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done.” There is but one Lord, one faith, 
and one baptism. There is but one true, 
genuine, powerful, excellent ministry. 
All others are a fake. 

May God help us, as ministers of the 
gospel, to obey the exhortation of Jude 3, 
“|, . that ye should earnestly contend 
for the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints.” Notice he said here, 
“THE FAITH,” which was once deliv- 
ered to the saints. 

It is not enough to just have a little 
faith in Jesus. The world has more or less 
of this. But what the Church needs, and 
especially the ministry, is the faith (of 
Jesus). 

Never until we become fully conse- 
crated to God, fully walking after the 
Spirit and in the fear of God, will the 
gifts and miraculous workings of God 
be manifest in our ministry. There are 
nine spiritual gifts which were manifest 
in the early days of the Church, through 
the operation of the Holy Ghost, and 
these gifts are just as needful in the 
Church today as they were in the begin- 
ning of this ministry, and most all of us 
contend that these gifts belong to the 
Church. We may have the same God, the 
same Jesus, the same Holy Ghost, and the 
same ministry which is to be carried on 
unto the end of the world.

‘ The Editor 
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Question: Please explain in the Ques- 
tion Box the words spoken by Jesus on 
the cross, according to Matt. 27:46, and 
why didn’t the people understand Him? 
—Mrs. S. S. 


Answer: This question is a good one 
and it has perhaps been a puzzle to 
others to know why the words were so 
spoken. A conception has been placed 
upon this verse to prove that Jesus spoke 
in other tongues but this was hardly giv- 
en as an utterance of the Holy Ghost in 
another language. The great commenta- 
tor, Matthew Henry, in commenting on 
verse 46 says, “About the ninth hour, 
when it began to clear up, after a long 
and silent conflict, Jesus cried, ‘Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani?’ The words are related 
in the Syriac tongue in which they were 
spoken, because of double remarks and 
for the sake of the perverse construction 
which His enemies put upon them in 
putting ‘Elias’ for ‘Eli.’

“When He borrowed this complaint 
from Psa. 22:1 it is not probable, as some 


have thought, that He repeated the whole , 


psalm, yet thereby He intimated that 
the whole was to be applied to Him and 
that David in spirit there spoke of his 
humiliation and exaltation.” 


The meaning of the words are made 
clear in the text, ““My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” and is an exact 
quotation of the psalmist David in scrip- 
ture referred to by Matthew Henry. Per- 
haps the translators thought that those 
sacred words uttered as the dying words 
of our Lord would have their sacredness 
better preserved by giving them as they 
were spoken in the original Syriac lan- 
guage. 


Question: Will you please explain in 
the Evangel what is meant in 1 Cor. 14: 
27, 28, “If any man speak in an un- 
known tongue, let it be by two, or at the 
most by three, and that by course; and 
let one interpret. But if there be no in- 
terpreter, let him keep silence in the 
church; and let him speak to himself, and 
to God”?—A. R. 


Answer: The 12th, 13th and 14th 
chapters of 1 Corinthians deal with the 
gift of the Spirit and do not have refer- 
ence to the baptism with the Holy Ghost. 
According to Paul’s explanation in the 
12th chapter, the gifts are imparted by 
the Holy Ghost which is given by the 
Father. In the exercise of these spiritual 
gifts certain specific regulations are giv- 
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en. In the scriptures cited the gifts are 
the gift of tongues and the gift of inter- 
pretation. One may not exercise the gift 
of interpretation, according to Paul’s ad- 
monition, except it be by two or at most 
by three. This was given especially to the 
church at Corinth because of a confusion 
which had arisen in the church at Corinth 
because of a lack of regulation in these 
spiritual gifts. The entire 14th chapter 
of 1 Corinthians is given as a means of 
regulating this confusion. 

Question: To the weekly Evangel 
question and answer column: Will you 
please explain 1 Cor. 5:5, “To deliver 
such an one unto Satan for the destruc- 
tion of the flesh, that the Spirit may be 
saved in the day of the Lord Jesus”?— 
Mrs. F.C. W. 

Answer: In the first verse of this 
chapter Paul tells of a terrible crime that 
had been committed in the local church 
at Corinth and in the 4th and Sth verses 
he recommended that there be a church 
conference and this man who had com- 
mitted such a crime be excommunicated 
er turned out of the church. Just how 
they excluded members is not known, but 
this chapter within itself is sufficient to 
show that they did have a way of ex- 
communicating those who did the wrong 
thing, and Paul urged that this be done 
n behalf of the man who had sinned. 
n the 7th “Purge out 
nerefore the old leaven, that ye may be a 
new lump, as ye are unleavened. For even 


verse we read, 


Christ our passover is sacrificed for us.” 
Then it might be well to notice the 6th 
verse, ‘Know ye not that a little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump?” And so it is 
that an ungodly church member will 
centaminate the remaining part of the 
local church. Jesus gave a similar in- 
junction relative to excommunication in 
Matt.

The Pentecostal Revival in 
J. H. Incram 


Our esteemed editor, Brother E. L. 
Simmons, has asked me to give a brief 
account of the great Pentecostal revival 
that has swept Sweden clean for God, 
speaking in general terms. We did not 
get to visit that country during our 
travels through Europe, as much as we 
regret it, and the information at hand is 
so far from being complete we dread to 
undertake such an important writing. 

It is said, however, that one picture is 
equal in value to ten thousand words, 
when it comes to describing something, 
and the picture below speaks for itself. 
There were said to have been fifteen 
thousand in attendance at this the 1937 
General Meeting that was held in a large 


tent with two smaller ones annexed in 








such a manner that they formed a cross. 
It must have been a pretty sight as 
viewed from passing airplanes and this 
writer believes that heaven was delighted 
with such a consecrated earthly gather- 


ing. 


Sweden has been blessed in a greater . 


measure than any other country perhaps, 
as affects the Pentecostal outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost, that is, in proportion to 
her population. They have sent many 
missionaries abroad, traveling to the ut- 
termost parts of the earth where they 
work together in a sort of semi-independ- 
ent organization and _ their Central 
Church in Sweden is, I believe, the second 
largest Pentecostal church in the world. 

They were pioneers in the mission 
work in Mexico and South America and 
have a very large work down there, in- 
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cluding about three hundred churches in 
Brazil alone. We visited one of their 
mission centers in Santos, Brazil, on our 
last trip to South America. They have a 
beautiful church seating a thousand or 
more and with about as many members 
enrolled. 


The 7”x9” photo from which our cut 
was made came to me through Sister 
Anni Silander in Buenos Aires, Argentina, 
and it was sent to her from Finland. Sis- 
ter Silander is Finnish and married an 
ex-Salvation Army brother in Argentina 
and they both belong to the Church of 
God now. The Swedish brethren _pio- 
neered the work in Argentina that is now 
in fellowship with us and they are due 
much eredit. We met one of the former 
leaders while in Asuncion, the capital of
